Probably the first thing to be done 
at Fort MacArthur will be the con- 
struction of stations and the laying 


of telephone and _§telautograph 
cables. There will probably be more 
than twenty stations, including 


primary and secondary observing 
stations, a range or plotting station. 
and a battery commander's station 
for each battery. There will also be 
a fort commander's station, three fire 
commahders’ stations, including 

for the mine commander, three 
more gearchlight stations, and prob- 
ably two observing and one range 
station for each fire commander. In 
addition there are meteorologica) and 
tide stations. 

The stations, with the exception 
of the tide station, will ‘be unimpos- 
ing one-story box-like structures of 
steel perched on steel or concrete 
bases sufficientiy high to barely 
command a view of the field of fire. 
Usually they are about twenty feet 
square for fire command and plotting 
stations. and ten to fourteen feet 
equare for observing and other sta- 
tions. vently the primary ob- 
serving tion and the plotting sta- 
tion of a battery are combined.

LECTOR OF CUSTOMS EL- 
LIOTT yesterday advised the 
deputy collectors at San Pedro 

ana San Diego that the prociama- 
tion of President Willison, indicating 
an emergency in the water trans- 
the United States, must 
be strictly enforced.

The President in his order states 
that there exists a national emer- 
gency from the insufficiency of 
maritime tonnage to carry the prod- 
ucts of farms, forests, mines and 
manufacturing industries of the 
United States to consumers abroad 
and within the country. 

The order will be of considerable 
importance to the ports within this

“Regiment of Women.” 

Clemence Dane has laudably been 
careful and detailed in her first 
novel, “Regiment of Women” (The 
Macmillan Company,) which ta con- 
cerned with the infinitesimal in- 
trigues of the teachers in a school 
for girls. It has the appearance of 
being an intimate study of women's 
minds; the characters are clearly 
drawn, sustained, but it is tedious 
rather than brilliant character work, 
and the minds, or soul, or personal- 
ity—or whatever is the concrete 
term to distinguish women's charm 
or lack of it—fails to evoke much 
interest from us, though conaider- 
able admiration goes out to the 
author who can be so unhurriedly 
precise, so content in trying to in- 
fuse dramatic energy into common- 
place incidents, and such a studious 
chronicler of trivialities. 

“Regiment of Women,” warp, woof 
and pattern and seam—or material, 
theme and manner of handling—is 
one of those novels that are always 
said to be good if they come out of 
England, ag this one does.

Her aunt and the boy 
who loves her know this, but she is 
mentally deaf as well. 

For action, the nove) furnishes up 
the gmall talk over teacups, polite 
spats between the aunt and Clare, 
tragedy that lacks the weight of an 
incubus and allows the characters 
to talk about each other, and the 
spineless urgency of the young man 
who loves Alwynnte and who wishes 
to cure her of Clare.

Heretofore the hog, sometimes & 
king when food prices soar, has 
found enjoyment in putting his feet 
in the feed trough and when he 
has eaten his fill, in wallowing in 
mud, But an ordinance Deputy 
County Counsel ‘Murphy is drawths 
up for the Bogrd of Supervisors 
puts the hog in the sanitary class. 

First, the ordinance directs that 
all garbage served at the big hog 
ranches shall be sterilized by cook- 
ing it at not less than 240 deg. 
Fahrenheit and for not less “than 
twenty minutes. The animals shall 
be fed from a platform or trough, 
to be impervious to water or filth, 
the platform or trough to be flushed 
with water once a day. 

The ordinance then provides that 
@ license shall‘be obtained for keep-

Way every time a boulevard project 
for Northwest Los Angeles has come 
up. 
There has been talk in times 
past of building the boulevard any- 
how and letting its traffic turn 
abruptly down Figueroa to Sixth 
and Seventh streets, but this pian 
has always been discarded to await 
developments in the _ never-ending 
proceedings for tunnels and open 
cuts through the hill. The majority 
of the boulevard advocates have al- 
ways opposed going ahead with any 
plan until a way was found throug 
the hill barrier. As well continde 
to go down to Sixth ang Seventh 
streets farther out as at present, 
they have held, as to bring a boule- 
vard to Figueroa and still be forced 
to go blocks out of a direct route 
to get around Bunker Hill. 
Thue it was that when the West 
Firat-etreet bovlevard plan in its 
Present shape was presented to the 
City Counci! several months ago the 
Public Works Committee was re- 
quested to held all proceedings in 
abeyance pending the outcome of 
the Second-street tunnel movement, 
then being revived for the third 
or fourth time. When the tunnel, 
oacked by the overwheming sen- 
timent of the property owners in 
the assesament district outlined for 
the project, was at last ordered by 
the Council, the boulevard, tn so far, 
at least, as the West First-street 
portion of it was concerned, may be 
said to have automatically been ae- 
sured. The putting through of the 
tunnel proceedings has also caused 
the proponents of the Temple-street 
improvement and other projects 
linked in the great general plan to 
start working energetically to get 
their respective enterprises under 


y. 
RORE PLANS READY. 


The plans for the tunnel are com- 
plete to the last detail. The new 
Second-street bore will be a well- 
lighted and well-ventilated under- 
ground highway of sufficient width 
to carry not only automobile traffic, 
but a deuble-track street rafiway,. 
besides allowing an ample sidewalk 
on the south side for pedestrians. 
It was planned under the direction 
of R. W. Stewart, engineer, in charge 
of bridge and structural work in the 
city engineering department. 

The tunnel will have a clear in- 
terior width of fifty feet and will 
be 1502 feet long, béinge exactly 
twice the length of the North 
Broadway tunnel and ten feet wider 
than that bore. The face of its cust 
portal will be seventeen feet east 
of the eastern line of Clay street, 
while that of ite west portal wil! 
be flush with the west side of 
Flower street. The tunnel will have 
a height of twenty and one-half 
feet at Clay street and of twenty- 
eight feet at Flower. There will be 
open cuts from Clay to Hill and 
from Flower to eroa. 

The portals will be of dignified 
design, that at the west being sur- 
mounted by a row of classic col 
umns, which, In addition to being 
ornamental, will serve to carry the 
outer edge of a sidewalk, extending 
siong Flower over the bere. 
The columns will be flush with the 
face of the tunnel afch, the heavy 
superstructure being well 
back of the colonnade, giving an ar- 
cade effect. The Clay-street arch 
will be set off by a classic ballus- 
trade. 

The rtaja will be of concrete 
and the tunnel Walls of the same 
material, the crown of the Intertor 
arch-work being of brick. The iIn- 
terior facing will be entirely of 
white enamel tile, giving a maxi- 
mum effectiveness to the illuminat- 
ing «ystem, which will consist of & 
series of brilliant arcs condéealed 
from direct view in inverted re- 
fiecting bowls. 

The project also calis for the cor- 
rection of the present grade 
on Becond street between Hill and 
Broadway, giving the tatter thor- 
oughfare, along with Spring, Main 
and Los Angeles streets, an easy 
approach to the tunnel. Hill street 
at Second will be lowered four 
feet, the grade change of Hill street 
terminating at the south tne of 
First «treet on the north and 180 
feet north of Third street on the 
south. By the plan adopted, the 
grade on Becond between Broadway 
and Hill will be reduced from & to 
6 per cent. 

To take the place of the present 
roadway going up the hill, a new 
street will be constructed from Hill 
to Olive on the north side of Sec- 
ond, alongside the open-cut en- 
trance to the tunnel. This street 
will be forty-five feet wide, forty 
feet being acquired by condemna- 
tion of abutting property and the 
rest being in the form of a side- 
walk to be made by utilizing a strip 
off the north side of Second street 
between Hill street and the face of 
the bore and having the width of 
the tunnel wall. The new street will

THE BOULBVARD. 

The Second-street tunnel, costing, 
with all incidentals, about $8060.- 
000, is the key to the immediate 
solution of the traffic probleme that 
have so long hampered the devel- 
opment of Northwest Los Angeles, 
from the western edge of Bunker 
Hill to the far-flung city limits. 
Other outlets through the hill are 
bound to be needed as the traffic 
of the great northwest boulevard 
now about to be started grows in 
volume, but the Second-gtreet bore 
will meet all requirements until pro- 
ceedings for a tunnel or open cut 
at Firet street and for other pro- 
posed traffic openings can be carried 
through. 

From street westward, 
Second «treet runs as a level, paved 
thoroughfare into 6 Shore ave- 
nue.
